He firſt verſe, that the cauſe of the want 
ol better entertainment at the woꝛldes 
band, is,becanſe they know not the Fa⸗ 
ther: as if hee ſhould ſaie , let it neuer 
trouble you that are Gods ſonnes, that 
the woꝛld know pou not, and make no 
account of you , fo2it knoweth not the 
Father that made it, no2 the naturall 
ſonne of the Father, by whom he made 
it, as this our Apoſtle teſtifycth; He was 
1 Icha. to, in the world, and the world was made by 
him, but che world knewe him not, there- 
ſoꝛe no maruell though it knoweth not 
vs that are hut his adopted Donnes. - 
The ſecond obiection is taken a 
conſideration of our pzeſent eſtate, in re⸗ 
gard of our ſelues, to whom no ſuch out · 
ward ropaltie appeareth, as wee thinks 
appertaineth to the ſonnes of ſo high a 
Maieſtie: wherennto the Apoſtle aun⸗ 
ſwereth, Firſt by a conceſſion in the ſes 
cond clauſe oz comma of the ſecond verſe 
graunting it to bee ſo , that indeevs 
pet it appeareth not, what wee ſhal be: 
ſ@econdly, by a certain declaratid of the 
appoynted time, when we ſhall receing

Theſe obiections thus aunſwered', 
whereby the trueth of this pzinciple te⸗ 
mayneth inuincible , that wee arethe 
ſonnes of God: The Apoſtle pꝛociedethj 
to the duetie which wee onght to per- 
foꝛme in reſpec of fo great a pzerogatine, 
which is the ſecond generall parte ofmy 
tert, andcontained in the third verſe , in 
theſe woꝛds : And every man that hath Pals 
this hope in him purgeth himſelfe, even 
as be is pute: Wherein ficlt he ſheweth, 
that wee are vncleane of cur ſelues, as 
being conceiued in ſin, 3 boꝛne in iniqui- 
tie, hauing added therunto infinite thou⸗ 
ſand tranſgreſſions of out one, both in 
thought, woꝛde and deede, and therefoze 
haue nede to be purged. Secondly, =

taine to in this co:ruptible life, wherein 
ſinne hangeth ſo faſt on, and ſticketh ſo 
hard vnto vs,he meaneth that we ſhould 
apply the whole courſe of our life,vnto an 
earneſt ſtudie of ſancification and holt- 
neſſe. 

Do that the ſumme of the whole is,

But not onely thus ſimplie and poſts 
tinely the @cripture ſetteth downe, that 
we are the Sonnes of God: but it ampli⸗ | 
fyeth the ſame by gradation vnto the | 
higheſt degree. Jrifthe 4. Galatians , at 
the 7. verſe, the Apoſtle amplitpeth it:

Yow many thouſands of our bzeth;en 
within ſome fewe weekes,by their ſpe - 
die death,hath left vnto vs a p2eſident of 


pꝛape t a ſpoyle to ſtrangers 
und ta denoure. Bleſſed therefore be God 
the Father of out Lord Ieſus, who ac cot- 
ding to hisaboundant mercie, hach begot · 
ten vs tos lively hope, by the reſurrection 
of leſs Chrift from the dead, To aninhe- 
nance, not moztal butinumartall, invifi« 
ble, vudeſiled, neucr fading, reſerued not 
onearth,but in heauen for vs, Which are 
— the power of God thorow faich 
| , Which is prepated tobes 
— — 
Thus we haue ſ&ne how ä 
ner of waye, this our heauenly enher6- 
tance excelleth all earthly kingdomes , 
and herbyo how groatadlgntlits 
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bat we are eralted vnto. in that we art 


made the ſonnes of God, and heires of 
thateuerlaſting kingdome of glozte. 

And the conſideration hereof mint» 
fkreth great comfozt vuto vs, in regards 
of our deare friends deceaſed : fo2 that

tende vnto our deſtruction, but to the gi⸗ 
ning of vs ſeaſon and liuerie as it were, 
and full poſſeſſion of this our heauenly 
inheritance. 


But you will ſap vnto me, Is there 
then no note of God his diſpleaſure and 
anger in this ſickneſſe? Is it not an hea⸗ 
nie iudgement of God, which our ſinnes
